EJ crews did their 
part to help victims 
of fireworks blast

“T could feel it at home. It shook 
the whole house. I knew something 
was wrong.” 

Those were the words of Boyne 
City Fire Chief and Ambulance Ad- 
ministrator Henry Erber on Monday. 
But they could have been the words 
from any number of Charlevoix 
County residents who may have been 
at home shortly before 11 p.m. on 
Saturday night when a fireworks ex- 
plosion at Charlevoix’s Venetian Fes- 
tival sent a shock wave through the 
western half of Charlevoix County 
and left one man dead and at least 15 
others irijured. Indeed many residents 
throughout the area reported feeling 
the blast in their homes some 15 
miles away from where it occurred. 

An East Jordan Ambulance rig 
on its way back from a transport to 
Charlevoix immediately turned 
around when the call for help in 
Charlevoix came in. 

East Jordan Ambulance Admin- 
istrator Jay Peck, who rode in the 
second East Jordan ambulance sur- 
moned to the scene, said, “When we 
arrived, the Charlevoix ambulances 
were already transporting victims to 
the hospital.” 

In Boyne City, ambulance crews 
were already at the garage which 
helped to cut their response time as 
well. 

Erber, who has nearly 30 years 
in the emergency service business 
said, “I spent a year in Vietnam and 


that’s exactly what it reminded me 
of when we got there — a war zone.” 

Peck had a different take on the 
situation. “It wasn’t like a bomb had 
gone off and there was mass destruc- 
tion. The victims were scattered all 
over rather than concentrated in one 
spot. It was the worst disaster I’ve 
ever been involved with,” Peck said. 

In all, seven ambulances from 
the surrounding area —two from East 
Jordan, two from Boyne City, and 
three from Charlevoix were called to 
the scene that night. 

Emergency crews wasted no 
time getting the injured to medical 
facilities as all 16 victims were ei- 


ther at or on the way to a hospital 
within 45 minutes of the accident. 

“T thought the emergency per- 
sonnel handled the situation very 
well,” Peck said. 

He also praised 911 dispatcher 
Kevin Lockman who handled all of 
the radio traffic for the entire scene. 

“With all the emergency crews 
on the scene, everyone did a 

good job of keeping the air open and 
dispatch did a good job of coordinat- 
ing the operation,” he said. 

Bill Atkins, Operations Manager 
of Charlevoix-Cheboygan-Emmet 
Central Dispatch echoed Erber’s 
praise of the way the situation was 
handled. 

“Everybody, including Kevin 
did a great job Saturday night. I'm 
very pleased with how things were 
handled that night. I think this is a 
good indication of how well we can 
handle a large scale emergency.” 

According to Atkins, the 911 dis- 
patch center had two additional dis- 
patchers on duty that night to help 
with the additional radio traffic gen- 
erated as a result of the festival. 

“This was probably the biggest 
emergency in the 91] system’s one 
year history. The only thing compa- 
table would be the bus accident on I- 
75 a few months ago,” he said. 

The first call came from the 
Charlevoix Police Chief at about 
10:50 p.m. 

“The first thing to do is to get 
the resources en-route to the scene. 
That’s the easy part. What is consid- 
erably more challenging is control- 
ling the radio traffic and remaining 
mindful of the rest of the area. We 
can’t just open the barn and let ev- 
eryone go. It takes a special type of 
personality to do this job. 

No one from East Jordan was 
injured in the blast. 

Peck also commended the team- 
work demonstrated by all of the 
emergency crews involved. 

“We had people from all three 
cities all working together. The crews 
even got mixed up where we had 
people riding in different ambu- 
lances. But nobody cared about that; 
just about getting the job done.” 


Antrim County receives grant 
for Grass River land protection 


The Natural Resources Trust 
Fund Board voted on July 16 to ap- 
prove Antrim County’s $243,000 
grant request for the purchase of four 
parcels of land adjacent to the Grass 
River Natural Area. 

The grant requires an $81,000 
local match, which will be given to 
Antrim County by the Grass River 


Natural Area, Inc. (GRNA), the lo- 
cal non-profit organization that man- 
ages the 1,100 acre park. The GRNA 
raised the match through contribu- 
tions for the Speet property, a 17-acre 
parcel on Clam Lake, and as a gift of 
land located at the north end of the

Three arrested on drug charges 


Late Monday night and early 
Tuesday morning, police officers 
executed four separate search 
warrants in the city of East Jordan. 

Involved in the searches were 
officers from the East Jordan Police 
Department, Charlevoix County 
Sheriffs Department, and Straits 


Area Narcotic Enforcement. 

The searches resulted in three 
arrests including one husband and 
wife team and a third male. 
Additional arrests are pending within 
the next two weeks as result of the 
search. 

In addition to the arrests, the 


searches led police to a substantial 
amount of manufacturing/growing 
equipment as well as an undeter- 
mined amount of cocaine and 
marijuana. 

The names of those arrested 
have not been released pending their 
arraignment in district court.

4-H clubs offer 


something 
for everyone

4-H in Charlevoix County currently reaches 
over 40 percent of the youth in the 5-18 year-old 
age bracket. While many people are aware of 4-H 
soccer, 4-H sailing, 4-H swimming as well as 4-H 
hockey, the 4-H Club structure has a lot to offer. 

4-H clubs still offer the best and most well 
rounded 4-H experience for the youth in our area. 
During the months of August and September, I 
will be offering sessions on how to start your own 
4-H club. Among the topics to be covered will be 
educational resources, fundraising, club growth, 
how to be successful, and building your club from 
the ground up. In the club setting, 4-H members 
gain such skills as foods and nutrition, rocketry, 
computers, crafts, and shooting sports. There are 
over 150 projects to choose from. 

The history of 4-H goes back to agriculture 
when farmers were hesitant to use new varieties of 
corn with higher yields that had been developed at 
the major co)lege research stations. Since their 
livelihood and survival depended on the use of the 
same corm variety annually, they were reluctant to 
take such a risk. 

The idea surfaced to have the youth in the 
family and in small test groups plant different 
vanities and do their own research by measuring 
the success of each variety. The process was 
successful and many farmers became convinced to 
try some new varieties. The economic need for 4- 
Harn clubs was identified early on. For the 
young ladies of the time they did similar experi- 
ments with food preservation using various 
canning techniques. 

Today 4-H clubs are formed when groups of 
youth get together and work in teams to learn 
about project areas that interest them. The 
projects are taught by 4-H leaders who utilize 
local resources from their local MSU Extension 
office as well as local libraries. 4-H leaders can 
receive training in many areas. Most of the time a 
majority of the cost is covered for this training. 

Most people are surprised at how easy it is to 
set up their own 4-H club. The minimum require- 
ments to start one are to identify one or two adult 
leaders who are willing to work with at least five 
youth and meet at least six times per year. There 
are no fees assessed to be a part of a 4-H club 
unless the group decides to be involved in dues 
collection. The MSU Extension services are 
provided at no charge and resources are made 
available for starting 4-H clubs. 

Those who believe that they may like to start 
a 4-H club can contact me at 582-6232. Iam 
surprised how many times adults tell me that they 
have been thinking of starting a 4-H club, but have 
not taken the first step.

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The new 500,000 gallon water SielaQe tank is expected to be finished by mid to 


late August. 


Water tank taking shape 


Crews from DeVere Construction of Alpena 
have been working for the past three weeks on con- 
structing a new 500,000 gallon water storage tank 
for the Boyne City water system. 

The city’s water supply system operates on static 
pressure — that is, the water pressure is created 
strictly by gravity. 

According to Boyne City Public Works Direc- 
tor Denny Jason, the system will generate anywhere 
from 73 to 78 pounds per square inch of pressure in 
the downtown area with the static pressure system. 

When completed in mid to late August the tank 
will provide additional capacity to the city’s water 


supply and additional reserves in the event that a 
power outage were to kcep the city’s well pumps 
from operating. 

“We have generators to run the pumps in the 
event of a power outage, but it’s a good idea to have 
some reserve to fight a fire with,” Jason said. 

The tank is 24 feet tall and has a diameter of 66 
feet and cost $481,000 to construct. The city received 
a grant to cover most of the expense. Once the tank 
has been tested it will be buried with sand to protect 
it from the elements. 

The city has another 100,000 gallon storage tank 
on the south side of town. 


Jet ski accident injures three 


Boyne City Fire Department, 
Boyne City Ambulance, and the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment responded to a multiple per- 
sonal injury accident that occurred 
Sunday on Lake Charlevoix. 

According to a sheriff's depart- 
ment report, Michelle Murray, 19, of 
Livonia, and her passenger Brian 
Newes, 19, of Farmington Hills were 


riding a personal water craft in zig- 
zags on Lake Charlevoix near 
Glenwood Beach when she crossed 
the path of another PWC driven by 
Jason Zebari, 19, of Bloomfield Hills, 
causing the vehicles to collide. 

Both Murray and Newes sus- 
tained compound fractures to their 
right legs. All three victims were‘ 
transported to Northern Michigan 


Hospital. Murray and Newes under- 
went surgery for their injuries and 
remained hospitalized Monday. 
Zebari was treated and released from 
NMH on Sunday. 


The accident remains under in- 
vestigation but the sheriff’s report 
cited carelessness as a major contrib- 
uting cause of the accident.

river. Both properties owned by 
GRNA are included in the grant, and 
it is the equity in those parcels that 
will be used as the match. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
Antrim County,” said Mark 
Randolph, GRNA Executive Direc- 
tor. “GRNA members and support- 
ers gave over $86,000 to protect land 
along the Grass River and lakes 
Bellaire and Clam, and now, through 
the trust fund, Antrim County will 
add four times that dollar amount of 
land to the natural area. 

“The effort of our members and 
supporters is multiplied and all 
Antrim County residents benefit, not 
just because of the added public land, 
but also because of the shoreline pro- 
tected from erosion, improved fish 
and waterfowl breeding habitat, and 
the reprieve from the onslaught of 
waterfront development. The pro- 
tected natural area is an “oasis of 
tranquillity” according to a note we 
received from a recent visitor.” 

The latest land protection effort 
began two years ago and will prob- 
ably stretch another 18 months be- 
fore each parcel is closed on. 

“There is a 3 1/2 year span of 
time between recognizing an oppor- 
tunity and realizing that opportunity,” 
Randolph said. “That is one of the 
primary goals of the GRNA: to man- 
age and protect the unique Grass 
River Natural Area — and it takes 
time, focus, public support, patience 


and money.” 

The Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Trust Fund is supported by 
royalties on oil and gas leases situ- 


- ated on state lands, and is used to 


purchase or develop recreation land.
